The First Day of May Liable to See All

THE CONDITION OF BUSINESS 



The Silver Question, Now Being Consid- 
ered by Congreaa, Hu a Great Deal to 
Do With tl.e Present Movement of 
Trade — A Hopeful Ontlook for the 
Iron Market— Other Financial Pros- 
pect*. 

Nkw York, April 20. — R. O. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
The markets are all influenced by the 
prospects of an increase in currency, 
based on silver. The street has assur- 
ance-, in telegram* from Washington, 
that the lull adopted in caucus will be 
passed, ami the addition of at least 
r»4,000,<M)(l of bullion notes yearly ia 
expected to lift all pnces. 

The average of prices for all commodi- 
ties rose over 1 per cent, from tho 1 0th 
to the ^'d, but has since declined about 
half as much. Opinions are much di- 
vided about the effect of tho siher bill, 
if passed, some believing that a brief 
advance ia prices will be quickly fol- 
lowed by a decline when it is found that 
gold begins to go abroad, but the more 
common belief is that the measure will 
■work safely stimulating prices and com- 
mercial activity to some extent, without 
disturbing the gold standard values. 

Trade reports this week art la\orable, 
excepting from the region affected by 
the Hoods in the Mississippi valley, 
(ireat damage to sugar plantations seem 
inevitable. Three M the Trunk lines are 
interrupted, and there losses will be 
considerable. At Ualveston and Florida 
business is dull, but al all northern cen- 
tres of trade the situation is very baas- 
factory. 

The iron business is more hopeful in 
tone at Philadelphia, but at Pittsburg 

the de cline in prion continues. Statis- 
tics showing that the accumulation of 
coal in first hands has been reduced 
since March I, have a helpful Influeaca, 
and encourage the belief that in a few 

months the policy of restriction in the 
output will restore the market to a 
healthy condition. Ihit its condition ti 
far from healthy at present No im- 
provement is seen in the woolen manu- 
facture, and dearer cotton does not help 
the mills. 

The exports of grain continues large, 
notwithstanding the advance in prices, 
and furnish the only reasonable excuse 
lor that advance. In any event, a large 
surplus of wheat will remain on hand 
July 1, and the reported injury to win- 
ter wheat will be, to a great extent, bal- 
anced by the increased acreage of 
spring Wheat, which higher prices will 
cause. 

Cotton receipts and exports are both 
falling far behind last year, and the 
tloods and rains are expected to affect 
this year s yield to some extent. No 
reason is perceived, beyond speculative 
activity, for advance in pork or in oats, 
but the belief that the currency will be 
greatly expanded tends just now to ren- 
der all prii es somewhat fictitious. 

The treasury has taken in during the 
ptat W*ek 91,1100,000 more than it has 
paid out. but the receipts of money from 
the interior have kept the New York 
money market comparatively easy. 

The figures indicate a heavy excess of 
imports over exports for the month, but 
there are no present symptoms of an 
outgo of specie.

Total 218. compared with :.'14 last week. 
For the corresponding week of last year 
the figures were 1^0 for tho L'nited 
States, 11 for ( anada.
